bellion. They not only defy the emperor's 
envoys, but deny his competence iu toto, 
and question the legality of 
all feudal 


statutes. 


In 1868 these Nihilists flayed the stadt- 


holtler of Tunglan, and impaled some 60.000 
of his subjects before their progress was 
stopped by the fortified towns of Kwert- 
soliau, garrisoned by feudal chiefs and their 
Mongol retainers. After a few indecisive 
skirmishes the general government, as usual, 
tried to temporize. They opned negotia- 
tions in the name of a provincial government. 
They made several attempts to get up a 
counter-revolution. They tried to bribe the 
rebel chieftains, and at last purchased a tem- 
porary pc»-e by the most humiliating eon 
cessions— any thing rather than to risk a di- 
rect encounter with the forces of a superior 
raco.

Bulwark," equivalent to a continuous b^in-, 
wall from Cincinnati to Salt Lake City.

James Wabon Webb, who waa for 


many years editor of The New York Courier 
and Enquirer, was the last avowed duelist 
at the north. His last "meeting'1 was at Wil- 
nnngtou, Del., with Tom Marshall of Ken- 
tucky. He was not only wounded in the left 
knee, but on his return to New York be was 
tiled and sentenced to two years hard labor 
in the penitentiary. Governor Seward par- 
doned him and he renounced dueling; but 
when he was at Washington, at the time of 
the assault on Sumner, hi wag challenged 
again, as he thus told tho story: 


"I was at Washington at the time of 


Brook's assault on Sumner. The Courier 
and Enquirer came out denouncing Brooks 
as a 'coward.' 
Gen. Quitman, a northern

on me and «iid, 'General, I am sorry to see 
you?' I know what it meant and handed him 
n chair.
